Albany, N. T., Jan. 2—Governor Theo- 


dore Roosevelt was inaugurated today 
at noon with usual ceremonies at the 
capitol. An unusually large number 
of prominent men of the state was 
present. The retiring governor, Frank 
S. Black, made an address of welcome. 
Governor Eoosevelt in his inaugural 
said in part: 


"A very heavy responsibility rests 


upon the governor of New York state, 
a state having seven millions of in- 
habitants, great wealth, widely varied 
industries and with population sin- 
gularly diversified It is no easy task 
to frame °ur laws so that justice may 
be done to aJl alike in such a popula- 
tion. Many have interests that seem 
entirely antagonistic, but 
upon the 


great fundamental issues, good gov- 
ernment must always be a .unity of 
interest among all persons who wish 
well to the commonwealth. 


"There is much less need of genius 


i or any special brilliancy in the ad- 


ministration of our government than 
there is need of such homely virtues 
and qualities as common sense, hon- 
:sty and courage. There are very many 
very difficult problems to face, some of 
which are as old as the government 
itself, while others have sprung Into 
being in consequence of the growing 
complexity and steadily increasing 
tension of our life in the last two gen- 
erations. All that can be done is to 
face the facts as we find them, meet 
each difficulty in practical fashion, and 
strive steadily for the betterment both 
of our civic and social conditions. 


""We must realize on one hand that 


we can do little if we do not set our- 
selves a high ideal, and on the other, 
we will fail in accomplishing even this 
little if we do not work through practi- 
cal methods and with readiness face 
life as it is and not as we thing ought 
be. Under no form of government is it 
so necessary thus to combine efficiency 
and morality, high principle and rough 
common sense, justice and the stur- 
diest physical 'and moral courage than 
in a republic. 


"It is only through the party sys- 


tem that free governments are success- 
fully carried on. And we must keep 
ever vividiy before us that the useful- 
ness of party is strictly limited by its 
usefulness to the state; and that, in 
the long run, he serves his party best 
who most helps makes it instantly re- 
sponsive to every need of people and 
to the highest demands of that spirit 
which tends to drive us onward and 
upward. It shall be my purpose, so 
far as I am given strength, to admin- 
ister my office with an eye single to 
the welfare of all the people of this 
great commonwealth."

In this iiland, I deem it proper to ssy

tion In the exercise of all civil ani) re? 
liglous rights. 


"To this end the protection of the 


United States government will b« di- 
rected; and every possible provision will 
be made to carry out these objects 
through the channels of civil 
tration, although under military 


Havana, Jan. 2.—An exchange of 


speeches in the salon of the palace, and 
the hauling clown of the Spanish flag 
and the raising in 'ts stead of thei fists 
of the United States on the flagstaff on 
the palace roof, at noon yesterday, sig- 
naliized the passing of the sovereignty 
of Cuba from Spain to the Umted States. 
Salutes were flred from the heavy guns 
of tlie forts and the warships in the 
hairbor. before and after the change of 
flags, and the raising of the Stars and 
Stripes was greeted with cheers by the 
people wlio covered the roofs of the 
buildings around the palace and the 
plaza. 


No crowd was permitted to gather in 


the streets in the vicinity of the palace 
to witness the epoch-making function. 
At 9 o'clock a guard composed of the 
Second batallion of the Tenth infantry 
marched into the Plaza de Armas and 
formed around the square. 
Captain 


General Castellanos watched them with 
interest from the balcony of his apart- 
ments as they entered the square and 
were stationed at all the streets ap- 
proaching the Plaza.; No one was al- 
lowed to enter without a pass, and all 
the doors of the palace facing the square 
were ordered closed.. Only those who 
eouM get on the roofs and balconies of 
houses in the neighborhood saw wha; 
was groing on before 'the palace. Witt 
the guard was the band of the Secom 
Illinois regiment, which had been se- 
lected for the occasion as the best band 
In the Seventh army corps. With tbe 
band were the bugleu of the Eighth anci 
Tenth infantry. 


The weather was warm, the sun burst- 


Ing at Intervals through the light clouds, 
and the soldier* in blue who were forced 
to stand in the sun found the heat op- 
pressive. The troops were formed in ex- 
tenled order around the square, throe 
paces apart, and the band was massed in 
front of the palace entrance across the 
street at the edge of the park. 


Brigadier General Clous, the master of 


ceremonies of the day, issued instruc- 
tions to the officers who were to take 
charge of the various departments of the 
government. Colonel Dudley was as- 
signed to the department of justice; 
Major L. W. V. Kennan to ttfe depart- 
ment of commerce and agriculture; 
Colonel T. U. Bliss to the treasury, Cap- 
tain Frank B. Hann to the department of 
pubHc instruction, and Colonel Dun- 
woody to the public works department. 
Each officer had with him a Cuban in- 
terpreter, a group of whom stood by clad 
in dark- clothes and wearing silk hats. 
In a carriage near by were the flags 
which were to be raised at various points. 


At 11:10 Major General Wafle and Major 


General Butler of the American evacua- 
tion commission arrived from Elverado, 
accompanied by their staffs. They were 
met by Brigadier General Clous and 
Major T. Bentley Mott of General I/ud- 
low's staff. About the same moment 
Lucien J. Jerome, British vice consul, 
arrived. 


Major General J6hn K. Brooke, gov- 


ernor of Cuba, and Major General Jjud- 
low, governor of the city of Havana, ac- 
companied by their staffs, arrived at 
11:30, General Brooke and chief of staff 
In the first carriage. In each of the other 
carriages rode a Cuban general with 
American officers. 
As the carriages 


drove up the Second company of tlie 
Thirty-eighth Infantry presented arms, 
and the American band started up with 
"The Stars and Stripes Forever," 


At 11:46 Major General Lee, military 


governor of the province of Havana, 
with his staff, joined General Brooke. 
The latter then crossed the street to the 
palace. General Lee on one side of him 
and General Chaffee on the other, fol- 
lowed by the other American generals 
and the Cuban officers. 


A flourish of trumpets greeted the pro- 


cession and the Spanish troops presented 
arms as the Americans entered the 
palace. The Cubans remained outside 
until escorted In by members of General 
Brooke's staff, the Spanish soldiery re- 
maining all the while at "present arms." 
As soon as all were within the Spanish 
troops formed In a column of fours and 
marched around the right side or the 
plaza to the docks, while the band of the 
Second Illinois volunteers played the 
Spanish royal march. 


On entering the palace the American 


generals went to the salon facing the 
plaza, which is on the second floor. 
Here were gathered the members of the 
captain general's staff. Colonel Gelpi, 
Lieutenant Colonels Bellod, Girauts and 
Benltas, Major Priego, Captain Retino 
and Captains Adolfo and Ramon Cas- 
tellanos, sons of the cap^jlin general. 


Captain General Castellanos was at 


this time in a private room off the throne 
room. 
He had given a farewell break- 


fast to the members of his staff and had 
spent the rest of the morning virtually 
•lone, looking at the Americans from 
the 
balcony. 
The Americans now 


grouped themselves between the two 
central windows, the Spanish staff be- 
ing on the right, while on the left were 
the American staffs, the Cuban general! 
•nd correspondent!

An unusually large number 
of prominent men of the state was 
present. The retiring governor, Frank 
S. Black, made an address of welcome. 
Governor Eoosevelt in his inaugural 
said in part: 


"A very heavy responsibility rests 


upon the governor of New York state, 
a state having seven millions of in- 
habitants, great wealth, widely varied 
industries and with population sin- 
gularly diversified It is no easy task 
to frame °ur laws so that justice may 
be done to aJl alike in such a popula- 
tion. Many have interests that seem 
entirely antagonistic, but 
upon the 


great fundamental issues, good gov- 
ernment must always be a .unity of 
interest among all persons who wish 
well to the commonwealth. 


"There is much less need of genius 


i or any special brilliancy in the ad- 


ministration of our government than 
there is need of such homely virtues 
and qualities as common sense, hon- 
:sty and courage. There are very many 
very difficult problems to face, some of 
which are as old as the government 
itself, while others have sprung Into 
being in consequence of the growing 
complexity and steadily increasing 
tension of our life in the last two gen- 
erations. All that can be done is to 
face the facts as we find them, meet 
each difficulty in practical fashion, and 
strive steadily for the betterment both 
of our civic and social conditions. 


""We must realize on one hand that 


we can do little if we do not set our- 
selves a high ideal, and on the other, 
we will fail in accomplishing even this 
little if we do not work through practi- 
cal methods and with readiness face 
life as it is and not as we thing ought 
be. Under no form of government is it 
so necessary thus to combine efficiency 
and morality, high principle and rough 
common sense, justice and the stur- 
diest physical 'and moral courage than 
in a republic. 


"It is only through the party sys- 


tem that free governments are success- 
fully carried on. And we must keep 
ever vividiy before us that the useful- 
ness of party is strictly limited by its 
usefulness to the state; and that, in 
the long run, he serves his party best 
who most helps makes it instantly re- 
sponsive to every need of people and 
to the highest demands of that spirit 
which tends to drive us onward and 
upward. It shall be my purpose, so 
far as I am given strength, to admin- 
ister my office with an eye single to 
the welfare of all the people of this 
great commonwealth."

Brook* was Issued to the people of the 
Island. It is as follows: 


"Coming among you as the represen- 


latlve of the president, In furtheranct 
and in continuation of th« humane pur- 
pose with which my country Interfere;' 
to put an end to the distressing condition? 
In this iiland, I deem it proper to ssy 
that the object of the prssent government 
Is to give protectfon to the people and 
security to person and property, to re- 
store confidence, to encourage the people 
to resume the pursuits of peace, to build 
up waste plantations, to resume com- 
mercial traffic and to afford full protec- 
tion In the exercise of all civil ani) re? 
liglous rights. 


"To this end the protection of the 


United States government will b« di- 
rected; and every possible provision will 
be made to carry out these objects 
through the channels of civil 
tration, although under military 


Havana, Jan. 2.—An exchange of 


speeches in the salon of the palace, and 
the hauling clown of the Spanish flag 
and the raising in 'ts stead of thei fists 
of the United States on the flagstaff on 
the palace roof, at noon yesterday, sig- 
naliized the passing of the sovereignty 
of Cuba from Spain to the Umted States. 
Salutes were flred from the heavy guns 
of tlie forts and the warships in the 
hairbor. before and after the change of 
flags, and the raising of the Stars and 
Stripes was greeted with cheers by the 
people wlio covered the roofs of the 
buildings around the palace and the 
plaza. 


No crowd was permitted to gather in 


the streets in the vicinity of the palace 
to witness the epoch-making function. 
At 9 o'clock a guard composed of the 
Second batallion of the Tenth infantry 
marched into the Plaza de Armas and 
formed around the square. 
Captain 


General Castellanos watched them with 
interest from the balcony of his apart- 
ments as they entered the square and 
were stationed at all the streets ap- 
proaching the Plaza.; No one was al- 
lowed to enter without a pass, and all 
the doors of the palace facing the square 
were ordered closed.. Only those who 
eouM get on the roofs and balconies of 
houses in the neighborhood saw wha; 
was groing on before 'the palace. Witt 
the guard was the band of the Secom 
Illinois regiment, which had been se- 
lected for the occasion as the best band 
In the Seventh army corps. With tbe 
band were the bugleu of the Eighth anci 
Tenth infantry. 


The weather was warm, the sun burst- 


Ing at Intervals through the light clouds, 
and the soldier* in blue who were forced 
to stand in the sun found the heat op- 
pressive. The troops were formed in ex- 
tenled order around the square, throe 
paces apart, and the band was massed in 
front of the palace entrance across the 
street at the edge of the park. 


Brigadier General Clous, the master of 


ceremonies of the day, issued instruc- 
tions to the officers who were to take 
charge of the various departments of the 
government. Colonel Dudley was as- 
signed to the department of justice; 
Major L. W. V. Kennan to ttfe depart- 
ment of commerce and agriculture; 
Colonel T. U. Bliss to the treasury, Cap- 
tain Frank B. Hann to the department of 
pubHc instruction, and Colonel Dun- 
woody to the public works department. 
Each officer had with him a Cuban in- 
terpreter, a group of whom stood by clad 
in dark- clothes and wearing silk hats. 
In a carriage near by were the flags 
which were to be raised at various points. 


At 11:10 Major General Wafle and Major 


General Butler of the American evacua- 
tion commission arrived from Elverado, 
accompanied by their staffs. They were 
met by Brigadier General Clous and 
Major T. Bentley Mott of General I/ud- 
low's staff. About the same moment 
Lucien J. Jerome, British vice consul, 
arrived. 


Major General J6hn K. Brooke, gov- 


ernor of Cuba, and Major General Jjud- 
low, governor of the city of Havana, ac- 
companied by their staffs, arrived at 
11:30, General Brooke and chief of staff 
In the first carriage. In each of the other 
carriages rode a Cuban general with 
American officers. 
As the carriages 


drove up the Second company of tlie 
Thirty-eighth Infantry presented arms, 
and the American band started up with 
"The Stars and Stripes Forever," 


At 11:46 Major General Lee, military 


governor of the province of Havana, 
with his staff, joined General Brooke. 
The latter then crossed the street to the 
palace. General Lee on one side of him 
and General Chaffee on the other, fol- 
lowed by the other American generals 
and the Cuban officers. 


A flourish of trumpets greeted the pro- 


cession and the Spanish troops presented 
arms as the Americans entered the 
palace. The Cubans remained outside 
until escorted In by members of General 
Brooke's staff, the Spanish soldiery re- 
maining all the while at "present arms." 
As soon as all were within the Spanish 
troops formed In a column of fours and 
marched around the right side or the 
plaza to the docks, while the band of the 
Second Illinois volunteers played the 
Spanish royal march. 


On entering the palace the American 


generals went to the salon facing the 
plaza, which is on the second floor. 
Here were gathered the members of the 
captain general's staff. Colonel Gelpi, 
Lieutenant Colonels Bellod, Girauts and 
Benltas, Major Priego, Captain Retino 
and Captains Adolfo and Ramon Cas- 
tellanos, sons of the cap^jlin general. 


Captain General Castellanos was at 


this time in a private room off the throne 
room. 
He had given a farewell break- 


fast to the members of his staff and had 
spent the rest of the morning virtually 
•lone, looking at the Americans from 
the 
balcony. 
The Americans now 


grouped themselves between the two 
central windows, the Spanish staff be- 
ing on the right, while on the left were 
the American staffs, the Cuban general! 
•nd correspondent!

The Sounds of Battle. 


Tbe report of a battle reaches the 


world over in these days of the re]gn of 
the newspaper, but without any such 
outside aid it can be heard far beyond 
the scene of actual strife. The reports 
of the guns themselves, the real sounds 
of battle, go far out into space and can 
be distinguished a long way from the 
point of conflict. 


Professor W. F. Sinclair saya that 


there is nothing unusual iu the hearing 
of artillery at a distance of 60 miles. 
Tbe Bombay time guns and salutes are 
often heard at tbe northern Malnm, a 
distance of over 50 miles The guns are 
—or were at the time when the obser- 
vations were made—very modest affairs, 
old ffisLioued 24 or 32 pounders loaded 
with four or five pounds of coarse black 
powder, not all of which was burned. 


The target practice of the forts and 


turret ships at Bombay was easily dis- 
tinguishable from mere salutes and 
time guns, not merely as a louder sound, 
but by being felt in the chest when the 
Others could only be beard. 


The sound produced by modern pow- 


der is probably very different from that 
of the old black powder, so that an ar- 
my in action at the present time may bo 
relied upon to make its voice heard. 
The "din of battle" is not a figure of 
speech.

Linkville, or Klamath Falls), is situ- 


ated In an obscure corner over the Cali- 
fornia Iwwler line in Oregon and jnay 
be reached iu 24 hours' travel from San 
FranoistAi. You have only to take the 
northern bound truin for Ager; thence a 
jtage line of about 30 miles conducts you 
to your destination. 


There is a bridge in Linkville that spans 


Klamatb river. From this U'lJgd, whioh 
is a vantage point as far ns view is con- 
cerned, a most extraordinary sight meets 
the eyes. Along the river banks, atirrag- 
ular intervals of a few yards, are seen 
dark balls ranging from a foot to three 
feet in diameter. They are stationary and 
as passive as a bowlder, which they re- 
semble in color. But if a stone is hurled 
at any of these strange spheres, to your 
horror snakes will orawl off in every di- 
rection, and the ball will luolt away as 
lard melts in a frying pan. The repulsive 
creatures that have thus been ooilod up in 
a perfect sphere glide away under rooks, 
and one minute later not a snake is to be 
seen in that nartioular spot. But the other 
balls of snakes in the vicinity are little 
disturbed by the stone. A close in spec 
tion will reveal only a moving head or 
twitching tail ID the mara that before 
looked like an immovable bowlder. Those 
that were soatter«d, n^wever, may later 
seek the neighboring spheres or in a few 
minutes slink out of their hiding places 
and reassemble themselves in balls. 


Linkville is in a very barren district. 


Nothing whatever grows upon the rocky 
soil, not gvftn tagebrush. And so the 
river banks, whioh are a mass of drift- 
wood and rocks, seam n befitting plane for 
snakes. But it is surprising that they 
should develop in such great numbers. 
When not rolled in balls, they may be seen 
slipping in and out among the rubbish, 
and the ground for yards will be a squirm- 
ing, wriggling mass. 


These snakes are perfectly harmless. 


Indeed, if it were not for this fact, Link- 
ville would not be habitable, for, while 
the immediate neighborhood of the river 
is their favorite haunt, they roam for 
many hundreds of yards away and may be 
seen along the roadways and around the 
houses and creeping over the porches. 
They possesss a marked degree of tame- 
ness. You may pick them up with im- 
punity, and children play with them on 
the doorsteps.

The Linkville snakea are dark in color, 


with two yellowish stripes on their backs. 
The average size is about IK inches in 
diameter and a yard in length, though 
many are smaller, and some attain much 
greater proportions. — San Francisco 
Chronicle.

HOW 'JOLHT01 WORKS TWO AGAINST A MOB. 


Bit of Insect Cleverness That 'Won 


Praise From Array 
Men. 


Several members of the United States 


engineer corps were interested witnesses 
of a feat of insect engineering near tha 
road on whioh they were working. One 
of their number found a blue ground wasp 
dragging along the ground a dead swamp 
spider one-quarter the size of a full grown 
tarantula. 
Whether the wasp killed the 


spider or found it dead is a question beyond 
solution. He was having a hard time 
dragging his prey along, and presently 
left it to go prospecting for his abode. 
The discoverer of the wasp called his com- 
panions, and one of them coming stepped 
upon the wasp's ground hole, crushing 
down some blades of dried grass across it. 
This caused no little trouble to the insect, 
who, upon locating the hole, nipped away 
at the obstructing stalks with his strong 
mandibles until he had cleared a passage. 
Then he went back and sized up the 
spider, walking around the big body and 
surveying it from all sides.

si. It is understood bere that the Rus- 
sian asoet-io has secured the co-operation 
of a number of American sympathizers 
and tbab a fund ia to be raised in tba 
United States to go toward defraying 
the espouses of taking this peculiar re- 
ligions sect to America. 


The St. Petersburg Niva publishes 


some interesting information with re- 
gard to Tolstoi's early literary struggles. 


It was in 1852 that Count Leo Tol- 


stoi sent to Tbe Oontemporain of St. 
Petersburg 
his first literary \vork, 


"Childhood," which he presented with- 
out a signature). It was only when tha 
poet Kekraasoff, who was the director 
of The Contemporain, urged him to 
sign bis writings and assured him that 
uo Russian review bad the right to pub- 
lish an anonymous article tbac the au- 
thor decided to sign bis name to his 
work. Nekrassoff praised his first work, 
but at th« same time wrote to Tolstoi: 


"As to the question of bonorarics, I 


neglected to speak of it in my first let- 
ter for tho following reasons: It is tho 
custom (with our reviews) not to pay 
for tbe first work offered to the public 
by a debutant. Our greatest authors, 
Gontoharof, Tnrgeneff, myself, wo all 
have passed by that road. I advise you 
to submit to this rule, promising you 
for your subsequent works tbe highest 
price, tbe price we pay our best writers 
—50 rubles au impression leaf (16 
pages). Another motive for my omis- 
sion of this subject ill ray letter was 
this: Before speaking of it I wished to 
see if the opinion of the public sbould 
accord with rny own. It is certainly ia 
your favor. I am very happy to see that 
I was not misled by my opinion of your 
first work, and it is with a lively satis- 
faction that I offer yo\.\ tbe above con- 
ditions." 


Three years later, in 1855, Tolstoi 


published in'Tbe Contemporain his 
'Souvenirs of Sevastopol," which suf-

fered severely at tbe hands of the cen- 
sor. In regard to tbat work Nekraasoff 
wrote to Tolstoi: 


"The horrible mutilation which your 


article suffered has turned my blood. I 
cannot tbink of it even now without 
rage and sorrow. * * * Your work sball 
not be lost. It must always bear wit- 
ness to tbe rare power which was able 
to exhibit a truth aa strong and aa 
healthy as that contained in your writ- 
ings under conditions which would 
have made it impossible for any one 
but yon to do such work. I cannot tell 
yon how highly I esteem your writings, 
and, to speak in general terms, how 
highjy I esteem the tendencies of your 
talent and all tbe qualities which ren- 
der it so vigorous and so new. It is just 
exactly what Russian society needs— 
tbe truth, the trutb of which tharp re- 
mains so little in our literature since 
the death of Gogol. You are right when 
yon give BO large a place to his Jove of 
trutb. I do not know any one in our 
day who makes himself as warmly 
loved as the one to whom I write these 
words, and I have oniy one fear. It is 
tbat time and the misery of reality may 
make of yon what they have made of 
the majority of ns by killing tbe en- 
ergy, without which there are no writ- 
ers—in fact, such as we need in Russia. 
You are yottug, and there are changes 
in coarse of preparation, which, let us 
hope, may finish well, and perhaps then 
your career may be brilliant. I will not 
console you by saying tbat yonr work, 
even mutilated as it is, b&s been con- 
sidered admiiable by many people. We 
who know tbo work in its plenitnde 
know that, mutilated as it is, it is only 
a mass of words without cohesion, a 
work whose intimate meaning b&s dis- 
appeared. 
Yonr story, the 'Coupe du 


Bois,' hag suffered less from tbe censor, 
although in tnat also several inestima- 
ble features have been suppressed. 
My 


opinion of this novel is that in its form 
it reminds us of lurgeneff, but the 
resemblance ends there. All the rest be- 
longs to yon alone, and you only could 
have written it. Do not neglect sncb sub- 
jects. In all tbat concerns soldiers onr 
literature furnishes nothing but trivial- 
ties. Under whateverform you may ox- 
press what you know of military life 
your writings will be interesting and 
useful in tbe highest degree." 


Tbat Tolstoi profited by tbo counsels 


of Nekrassoff we can see in bis celebrat- 
ed romance, "War and Peace," whioh 
he wrote not long after he received tha 
poet's advjpp

SHOOTING SCRAPE. 


* Trivial Incident That L*d to "the ' 


Wrecking: of the Old Postofflco, and 
a Pitched Battle In Which Seven j 
Men Were Slain. 


"One of tbe worst shooting scrapes 


that ever happened along tbe Missis- 
Hippi river," began the man at tbe 
wheel, relaxing his bold on tbe tiller, 
which had been bard down, aud per- 
mitting it to spin around witb tbe 
velocity of a top, "took place out tbere, 
just above the mouth of tbe bayou, 
about SO years ago, when they burned 
the old postofflce aud the warehouse. 
You can see where they stood by tbe 
piles of bricks there on the bank." 


All admitted the rnins were plainly 


visible, when be changed to tbe op- 
posite side of the wheel, and after a 
spirited effort made to counteract the 
effects of an impinging current that 
bad caused tbe boat to swerve from her 
course he continued:

'You can look for yourselves," said 
tbe postmaster, tossing them the bag, 
but after searching :;nd finding it empty 
they were in a worse frame of mind 
than ever. Presently one of the num- 
ber, a local politician, got up and made 
a speech derogatory to tbe administra- 
tion. He insisted tbat the government 
was prejudiced against white folks, and 
tbat be had no use for tbe office any- 
how. Several of tbe others present ex- 
pressed their approval of this senti- 
ment, and a general smashing up of ev- 
erything at once followed. During the 
row the coal oil lamp was broken, the 
house set oa fire and everything burned 
up. 


"Colonel Bunch, who owned the 


property, noticing tbe fire, came up 
from bis plantation below and de- 
nounced the perpetrators of tha outrage 
as vandals. Tba colonel was a bigb 
| spirited man and didn't stand any fool- 
| isbness, but was getting along in years 
, bow and couldn't do much but talk, so 


I tbat wben one of tbe men declared be 
' could wbip any Bunch on earth be 
I looked like he felt himself in a pretty 
[ close place, but tbe colonel stood his 
' ground until at last, wben the contend- 


ing parties were about to come to blows, 


I bis son appeared upon tbe scene, and, 
! learning tbe cause of tbe trouble, sprang 


j between the two, and, drawing bis re- 


I volver, said, 'My name is Bunch, and 


when my father gets to be too old to 
defend himself I can stand in bis tracks 
and take bis part' 


"At this juncture the shooting com- 


menced, and I made for tbe boat. Ev- 
erybody seemed to take sides against 
the Buncbes, and you would have 


! thought them a baud of guerrillas from 


tbe way they kept tbe figbfc up. Pres- 
ently I noticed tbe colonel roll down 
tbe bank and stop just at the edge of 
tbe water, and then bis eon came stag- 
gering down, too, and fell near bis side. 
Tbey were both deadl We wanted to 
leave, but the men, were afraid to go on 
shore to untie the lines, for the infuri- 
ated crowd was still calling for more 
Bunches and the colored man who bad 
got the letters, but he bad climbed a 
tree, and they didn't know where he 
was. An hour or so later, when the 
crowd had dispersed, be slid down from 
bis hiding place, came aboard tbe boat 
and we bad him in tbe bold until we 
got away and be was over his fright. 
He said there were five men lying on 
tbe bank that tbe Buncbes bad killed 
before they fell."

Tbe boat at tbis juncture showing a 


disposition to become fractious, tbe 
pilot gave bis undivided attention for a 
moment to the wheel, when he went on: 


I 
"But 
tbere is not; much shooting 


along the river now, and you hardly 
ever bear of a feud. 
When there were 


only about three families in a county, 
two of them were usually engaged in 
an effort to exterminate the other on 
account of some imaginary wrong, or 
maybe prompted by jealousy. Since the 
country has been settled up they are qll 
right. I need to think myself," be went 
on to say after a brief tussle with tbe 
tiller, "tbat what a man wanted was 
room, but I have found out my mis- 
take. What be stands most in need of 
Is plenty of good neighbors, and I find 
tbat tbe thicker yon put people the bet- 
ter they get along. It makes them more 
bnrnan, uiid besides they come to know 
something, which is not the case wheu 
they live alone. I bave learned a good 
deal myself by traveling around and 
seeing what is in tbe world, for I usu- 
ally go eaii every summer to swap 
malarias."—St. Louis Globe-Democrat,

Early in tho savfeiiteonth 
century aod^hartly after the Hii.'^ mis- 
sionaries hud corne to Peking one (J them, 
Mntthttw JEtluci, received a morning call. 
Ills visitor wore the gorgeous Chinese 
dross, including the cue, but the figure 
and face were not Mongolian, and the 
smiling countenance was not in keeping 
with the dignified solemnity of a China- 
man. 
Tho gentleman's name wag Ngal, 


and he had beard of the arrival of some 
foreigners who worshiped one Lord of 
heaven and earth and who yet were not 
Mohammedans. He belonged to the same 
religion, he explained, and had called to 
make their acquaintance. Now, Master 
Xgai made it cjear that he was' an Israel- 
ite, a native of Kae-Fnng-Foo, th« capita! 
of Honan, He had come to Peking to pass 
an examination for a mandarin degree, 
and had been led by inriosity and brother- 
ly feeling to call at the mission house. 


In his native city, he said, there were 10 


or 13 families of Israelites, and a syna- 
gogue whioh thvf had reemtly restored at 
tho expense of 10,000 orowns, and they 
had a roll of the law 400 or 500 years old. 
The missionary's letters described this 
synagogue. It occupied a space batween 
800 of 400 feet in length by about 150 in 
breadth, and was divided Into fonr oourtb 
It had borrowed some decorative splendor 
from China. 
TJie inscription in Hebrew, 


"Hear, O Israel! The Lord our God Is 
one Lord, bje&sed be tue name of the glory 
of Ms kingdom forever and ever," and the 
Ten Commandments were emblazoned in 
gold. 
Silken 
curtains 
inolosad 
the 


"Bethal" which enshrined the sacred books 
and whioh only the rabbi might enter due- 
ing the time of prayer. Every detail Of 
this place, with Its incense, its furniture 
and all its types of good things yet to 
come, is interesting. There in the last 
century the children of Israel at Eae-Fung- 
Foo worshiped the God of their fathers 
with the rites that pointed to the Messiah, 
of whose advent, as far as it can be ascer- 
tained, they never heard until the arrival 
of the Italian missionaries. 


Learned men have entered into disous- 


frions as to whether these people were Jews 
or Israelites, whi'rher they came to China 
from the Assyrian captivity or theBoman 
dispersion. 
They themselves say that/ 


their forefathers oame from the west, and 
ii; is probable that the settlers arrived by 
way of Khorassan and Samarkand. 
They 


ruust have been numerous in the ninth 
century, for two Mohammedan travelers 
of that period describe a rebel named Bae- 
Choo taking Canton by storm in A. D. 877 
and slaughtering i20,000 Jews, Moham- 
medans, Christians and Paraees. More 
than one Jew of Kao-Fung-Foo is known 
to have gained the right to wear the little 
round buttop on the top of his cap so dear 
to the ambition nf a Chinaman. The 
Taipiug rebellion dispersed the settlement, 
and the rewgant whioh remains faithful 
to the memerjr of old traditions is chiefly 
poor and distressed.— London Quiver.

This 
plan has bean anticipated and is the 


• only one that can very well be adopted. 
It is simply getting: permission from 
the legislature to borrow money to pay 
old obligations, the payment of the new 
loans to be farther ir. the future than 
the date of payment of the obligations 
they will take the place of. It is a 
matter of giving the city "time." The 
plan becomes of value 
only 
when 


strict economy is practiced 
so that 


a little something is saved from the 
yearly income to meet tile maturing 
notes. 
The mayor pledges the ad- 


ministration to all possible economy. If 
the pledge be carried out the result 
will deserve as much recognition as 
anything' the administration can do. 
A table is given to show the city debt 
and to prove that it was not unneces- 
sarily increased 
during 
1S9S. 
The 


showing gives warrant for accepting 
the economy pledges in good faith. 


From what is said concerning streets 


ous may guess that the policy of the 
administration contains something to 
ir.ei't the strong demand for better 
Btreeets in the outlying districts. The 
mn\or recognizes that the customary 
appropriation for street repairs is too 
:-r.iall and a larger one will be asked 
for. A liberal appropriation for streets 
and a careful expenditure of it will ghe 
a very welcome result. 
As there is 


not a large amount of paving contem- 
plated in the administration's policy 
perhaps some sidewatk building away 
from the centre of the city will be a 
feature of next season's work. 
The 


establishing of new grades on account 
of permanent street making has kept 
almost all of the sidewalk building in 
the city's centre. Of course any side- 
walk building 
not 
accompanied by 


paved streets will be at the expense of 
the city wholly, the abutters not being 
obliged to pay half as they are under 
the permanent improvement act. Prob- 
ably there would have been more good 
than evil In an act that would have 
made permanent 
sidewalks charge- 


able to abutters and to the municipal 
corporation as permanent streets are 
under the act referred to. The side- 
walks could be laid in Anticipation of 
permanent streets in most cases. There 
could be no objection to this on the 
grounds of equity; for the farther you 
get away from the centre of the city 
the more exclusive the streets become, 
the more they exist for the accommo- 
dation of the abutters only, and the 
more likely are improvements at pub- 
lic expense to operate to the enrich- 
ment of private parties. 


The good words said by the mayor 


about the fire department are well de- 
served. The city is fortunate in having 
so fine a fire-fighting equipment and 
that equipment, as much as anything 
else, marks Mayor Cady's first year 
in office.

In Havana. Contract*—The "SorrowH 
of NMuu" and It* Mynterloni Au- 
thor. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—[Special.]—The 


achievements of Michael J. Dady, whoso 
contracts for municipal work in Havana 
mudo with tho Spanish officials before the 
breaking out of.tho war and not likely 
now to bo aorogatod aro causing so muofo 
talk, present a line example of what a 
fionuiiie American can do under advene 
cirauni stances. 


Dady is about 50 years old. He began 


life as a bricklayer, learning the trade 
when a boy and by skill anci hard work 
earning tho reputation of being a dabster 
with bricks. Even thon ho was somewhat 
of a politician, and thus got a job in the 
Brooklyn navy yard, which he held for 
several years. Then there was a change of 
administration, he lost his job and for 
some timo was genuinely down on hip 
luck if ever mati was. When the present 
Now York uostoffioo was to be built, ho 
sought and obtained work laying tho 
floor" of thab euperlativoly hideous struc- 
ture 
It was while he watt thus engaged 


thai; by got hold of his first money mak- 
ing notion. 


Subcontracting. 


This notion was tho result of his watch- 


ing tho coucracts givon o-it for materials 
by tho government. Ho noticed that the 
contractors always mado a good margin 
of profit, and as soon as tho first oppor- 
tunity presented itself he made a bid for 
something which iiL--, gMvermnent needed. 
He hadn t much m^i cy, but he had saved 
a little, and he hi.':, a. few friends who were 
able to lend him a little more. Having 
cleared a respectable sum on his first VPD- 
ture, he tried it again. Being aynin suc- 
cessful, ha went still deeper into the busi- 
ness. Whenever ho was not well posted 
with regard to the material he wished to 
furnish he made a temporary partnership 
with some one who was, so as never to be 
without expert knowledge, and in this 
way managed to mako an unusually large 
percentage of his contracts profitable. By 
tiie timo the postoffice was completed he 
had quite a satisfactory working capital, 
with which he continued his operations, 


In addition to his contracting business 


he held various local federal and munici- 
pal offices, such as superintendent of pub- 
Ho buildings, superintendent of Brooklyn 
sewers, etc., for years. He lost his federal 
pull when Cleveland was made president, 
of course, but by that time he had got a 
pretty good sized fortune together, some 
of which he lost later, though not all. 
Ever since ha made his first strike Mr. 
Dady has beon a liberal man in hiswcpend- 
itures and more than popular with his 
own crowd.

The nieamire of l/ife. 


Again, I remark that there are man? 


Who estimate their life on earth by thel 
Borawsand misfortunes Through aftrei , 
many of your lives tho plowaharo hat' 
gone very deep, turning up a terrible fui 
row. You have boon betrayed and n:1sr- 


pertinence ana ponndca «r misfortune 
Tho brightest life must have its shark.ws 
and the smoothest path its thorns. On tho 
happiest brood tho hawk pounces. No es- 
cnpe from trouble of some kind. While 
glorious John Milton wns losing his cyo 
sight he hoard that Salmasius was glad of 
it. 
While Sheridan's comedy was being 


enacted in Drury Lane theatre, London, 
bU enemy sat growling nt it in thdcrtage 
box. While Bishop Cooper was surround- 
ed by the favor of learned men, his wifo 
took his lexicon manuscript, tho result of 
a long life of nnxloty and toll, and threw 
it into tho fire. Misfortune, trial, vexa- 
tion for almost every ono. Popo, applaud- 
ed of all tho world, has a stoop in tho 
•houlder thatannoyi him go much that ha 
baa a tunnel dog eo that fee. jgajr go un- 


grotto to garden. Cano, tho f am out Span- 
ish artltt, it dueu«*ed with the crucifix 
that the prlogt holds before him b«oau«« it 
U snob a poor specimen of ecnlptura. And 
go, nomotlnies through tante and nom»- 
tiinei through Uarned menace and aome- 
tinios through physical distrtues—aye, in 
10,000 ways—troubles oouie to harass and 
annoy. 


And yet It is unfair to measure a nan'a 


life by dig mlsfortUDM, because where 
there is ono stalk of nlabtehuda th.are aro 
CO umrifcolde and harebell*; whera.tbero 
Is one cloud thunder charged there aro 
hundreds that stray across tbe heavens, 
tho glory of land and aky asleep in their 
bosom. Because d«ath came and took your 
child away, did you immediately forget all 
tbo flvo yeara, or the ten years, or the 15 
years, in vthloh sfce came every night fcr 
a kiss, all the tones of your heart jipalin^ 
forth nt tbo sound of her voice or Ihe Ri)it 
touch of her hand? 
Because in tome 


finaaeirtl Euroolydon your fortune went 
Into the bruakers, did you forr-ci; (ill thciso 
years in whiuh tha luxuries and oxtrnva- 
gnnces of lifo showered on yocr patiiway? 
Alas, that is an uimlso man, nn ungrato- 
ful man, ail unfair man, an unphiloeophlc 
man, 
and, moat of all, an uu-ChrlMilnn 


man, 
who measures his lifo on earth by 


groans nnd tears nnd dyspeptic fit nnd 
abufe and scorn and terror arid neuralgic 
thrust. 


Wasted Years. 


Again, I remark that there, are many 


people who estimate their life dn earth by 
the amount of money they have accumu- 
lated. They say, "The year 1860, or 1870, 
or 1898, wns wasted." 
Why? "Wade no 


money." Now, it is all cant and insincer- 
ity to talk against money, as though it 
had no vulue. It may represent refinement 
and education and 10,000 blessed surround- 
ings 
It is the spreading of the table that 


teeds the children's hunger. 
It is tbe 


lighting of the furnace that keeps you 
warm. It is the making of the bed on 
which you rest from care and anxiety. It 
Is the carrying of you out at last to decent 
sepulcher and tho putting up of the slab 
on which is chiseled the story of your 
Christian hope. 
It ia simply hypocrisy, 


this titade in pulpit and lecture hall 
against money. 


But while all this is so, he who uses 


money or thinks of money as anything 
but a means to an end will find out his 
mistake when -the glittering treasures slip 
our, of his nerveless grasp and be goes out 
of this world without a shilling of money 
or a certificate of stock. 
He might better 


have been the Christian porter thnt opened 
Ifis gate, or the begrimed workman who 
last night heaved the coal into his cellar. 
Bonds and mortgages and leases have their 
use, but they make a poor yardstick with 
which to measure life. 
"They that boast 


themselves in their wealth and trust in the 
multitude of their riches, none of them 
can, by any means, redeem his brother or 
give to God a ransom for him that he 
should not see corruption." 


But I remark, there are many—I wish 


there were more—who estimate their life 
by their moral and spiritual development. 


It is not sinful egotism for a Christian 


man to say, "I am purer than I used to 
be. I am more consecrated to Christ than 
I used to be. I have get over a great many 
of the bad habits in which I used to in- 
dulge. I am a great deal better man than 
I used to be." There Is no sinful egotism 
in that. It ia not base egotism for a sol- 
dier to say, "I know more about military 
tactics than I used to before I took a mus- 
ket In my band nnd learned to 'present 
arras,' and when I wns a pest to the drill 
officer." It is not base egotism for a sailor 
to say, "I know better how to clew down 
tho mizzon topsail than I used to before I 
bad ever seen a ship." And there is no 
sinful egotism when a Christian 
man, 


fighting the battles of the Lord, or, if you 
will have it, voyaging toward a haven of 
eternal rest, says, "I know more about 
spiritual tactics and about voyaging to- 
ward heaven than I used to." 


Why, there are those in this presence 


who have measured lances with ninny a 
foe and unhorsed it! Them ara Christian 
men here who have become swarthy by. 
hammering at the forge of calamity. They 
stand on an entirely different plane of 
character from that which they once occu- 
pied. 
They are measuring their life on 


earth by golden gatod Sabbaths, by pente- 
oostal prayer meeting, by communion ta- 
bles, by baptismal fonts, by halleluiahs in 
the temple. They have stood on Sinai and 
heard it thunder. They have stood on 
Pisgah nnd looked over into the promised 
land. They have stood on Calvary and 
seen the cross bleed. 
They can, like Paul 


the apostle, write on their heaviest trou • 
bles "light" and '-but for a moment." 
The darkest night their soul is irradiated, 
as was the night over Bethlehem, by the 
faces of those who have come to proclaim 
glory and good cheer. They are only wait- 
ing for tJte gate to open and the chains to 
fall off aiid the glory to begin. 


JOT of Dolnff Good. 


I remark again, there are many—and I 


wish there were more—who are estimating 
life by the good they can do. 


John- Bradford said ho counted that day 


nothing at all in which he had not, by pen 
or tongue, done some good. If a man be- 
gin right, I cannot tell how many tears he 
may wipe away, how many burdens he 
mny lift, bow many orphans ho may com- 
fort, how many outcasts ho may reclaim. 
There hnva been men who have given their 
whole life in the right direction, concen- 
trating all their wit and ingenuity and 
mental acumen and physical force and 
enthusiasm for Christ. 
They climbed the- 


mountain and delved into the mine and 
crossed the sea and trudged the desert and 
dropped at lest into martyrs' graves wait- 
ing for the resurrection of tbe just. They 
measured their lives by tbe ohnlna they 
broke off, by the garments they put upon 
nakedness, bj the milea they traveled to 
alleviate every kind of suft'eiing. 
They 


felt in the thrill of every nervo, in tbe mo'- 
tion of every muscle, In every throb of 
their heart, in every respiration of their 
lucgs the magnificent truth, "No roan 
llveth unto himself." They went through 
cold and through beat, foot -olistorau,

There are only a 
t«w woolen mills in the country, and of 
those the Ojl wool factory at Ojl is prob- 
ably the most important. Tills establish- 
ment works for Biz niouthn in every year 
on material for policemen nnd jailers in 
all parts of tbe country and for naval and 
other government officers, whila during 
tbe remainder of the year work is done on 
blankets and other articles for domestic 
use. This factory puid a dividend at the 
rate of 10 per cant per annum for tho 
isltur part of 1897 and at the rate of 10 
per cent per annum for the first half of

There is no doubt thnt tho 
mongoose realizes tho deadlj' nature of tho 
cobra's bite. Its intense excitement is 
strong evidence of this. But a mongoose 
has been known to fight ju.sr, as bravely 
against other foes.

South African Trade. 


Treasnry statistics prove tbat the 


American 
export trade with South 


Africa is increasing rapidly, and sim- 
ilar statistics printed in England sbow 
that the enlargement of the American 
trade with Africa ia at tbe expense of 
Great Britain. During the nine months 
ending Sept. 
UO British exports to 


South Africa decreased $3,035,000, or 
12 per cent, as compared with the nine 
lauHths of the preceding year, while our 
exports to South Africa for the same 
period increased 1SJ£ per cent. Onr ex- 
port trade to South Africa amounted to 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 a 
year for tbe 20 years between 1868 and j 
1888. 
From 1888 up to 1895 there was 


steady increase, but during tbe last 
three years it has fairly jumped. For 
tbe first ten months of the current cal- 
endar year the aggregate is $17,516,580. 
Onr import trade with South Africa is 
growing fast and now runs nearly f 10,- 
000,000 a year.

What America Smokes. 


Most people suppose that tha nse of 


snuff is obsolete, but tbe statistics prs- 
sented by tbe commissioner of internal 
revenue sbow there is a steady and 
large increase in the production and 
sale of that article. For example, in 
1888 the total amonnt of snuff manu- 
factured in the Dnited States was 
5,446,858 pounds; in 1897 the total was 
13,768,455 pounds, or a pound for ev- 
ery five inhabitants. 
The increase in j 


the nse of snuff is larger than tbat of 
tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, beer, whisky 
or any other of tbe articles which, are 
involved in tha "bad habits" of the 
people. 


There is a falling off in tbe manufac- 


ture of cigarettes. The total for the 
last fiscal year was 836,000,000 less 
than the previous year, while there was 
, 


an increase of 400,000.000 cigars. The ' 
total number of cigars manufactured in 
the Dnited States in 1888 was 3,668,- 
162,486; 1897,4,431,050,509. The to- 
tni cumber of cigarettes was 3,211,900,- 
845; in 1897, 4,631,820,620. 


ICore Marines for China. 


Ia all probability the navy depart- 


ment will order another ship of Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet to Tien-tsin for 
tho protection cf the American legation. 
The Boston is already there and has 
landed marines for, the protection of 
Minister Conger, and, as the Petrel is 
now at Shanghai, it will undoubtedly be 
sent to Tien-tsin. Captain Wildes of 
the Boston advised the navy depart- 
ment tbat marines had been landed at 
Tien-tsin, and immediately there was 
a flutter of excitement, and Secretary 
Hay was called into consultation, with 
tho result of reassuring the . ^ciais and 
allaying their first feeling of apprehen- 
sion. The marines were landed, not be- 
cause of any rioting or attacks upon the 
missionaries, but for the purpose of pro- 
tecting tbe legation, as other foreign 
nations have taken this course to protect 
their representatives. The presence of 
foreign guards is.distasteful to the Chi- 
neee government, and when it was first 
proposed to land the marines its repre- 
sentative tried to persuade this govern- 
ment from inflicting humiliation upon 
it. This had the effect of causing a sus- 
pension of the execution of this purpose, 
but as most of the European legations 
had provided themselves with guards 
and tbe Chinese are reconciled to their 
presence they no longer object in the 
case of this government.

AND HIS 


SPLENDID CAREER. 


The Eminent English Tragedian May Soon 


Retire From the Stage—Facts About 


His Successful Life.

In view of Sir Henry Irving's contem- 


plated retirement from the stage dra- 
matic critics are once more discussing 
the old question relative to his ultimate 
standing as an actor. Will he in time 
rank among such historic names as 
Kean, Booth, Kemble and Macready, or 
will he be remembered as an ingenious 
stage carpenter and a clever manipu- 
lator of electric lights? 


Strange to say, opinion seems to be 


and always has been strongly divided 
as to whether the creator of Mathias 
and Becket is really a great actor or 
merely a master of stage mechanism. 


No one, of course, has ever dared to 


dispute his genius as a theatrical man- 
ager and a producer of successful and 
finished plays, but with many persons 
his actual standing as an actor is still 
an open question. His more enthu- 
siastic admirers claim that histrionic 
gifts of such a high order as Sir Hen- 
ry's, like all great art, do not appeal 
to the dully commonplace and unimagi- 


be the greatest lo^ 
u n cuii betall the 


English stage. This is true nut only 
because the veteran actor can look back, 
and look back with justifiable pride, to 
his 27 years of unbiuken piestige, it is 
rather because no man in the annals of 
the stage has brought more enterprise, 
more originality and more imagination 
to the presentation of standard dramat- 
ic works. 
He was the first actor and manager 


to give to his performances what might 


played in the management of his stajje 
lights. It has often been said trial the 
pictures in the Irving plays beoni to 
have "distance." Many visitors to the 
Lyceum have marveled at this eifpct. 


When the methods to produce this 


were first made use of, they had not a 
few opponents. It was argued, for in- 
stance, that people came to see Shakes- 
peare and not stage caipentry. But it 
was soon seen that this Irvmgesque 
movement had done for the drama what 
the discovery of perspective hacl done 
for early Greek painting. It gave the 
drama its effect of "distance" and "at- 
mosphere." 


l.ut this was not brought about with- 
ut an effort. Such an artist as Hawes 
raven was called in to do the scene 
uintmg. Alma-Tadema and Sir Fred- 
rick Leighton were consulted on points 
of artistic stage "setting" anil con- 
sistency of costume. In the matter of

found his engagement was one to speak 
a line or two in a mediocre play called 
"Ivy Hall." Disappointed and sick at 
heart, he secured his release and cour- 
ageously determined to forsake London 
until the day when he should be able to 
return with a title to a respectable and 
honored place. He went back to Scot- 
land, and after a season in Glasgow se- 
cured an engagement at that line old 
theater, the Manchester Roya'. 


Here he remained for four long years, 


and here he underwent the bitterest 
hardships of an actor's life. But it \\as 
in Sltmchpster that he ate his memora- 
ble Christmas dinner with Joe Robins, 
and If his period of probation in the 
"provinces" was more protracted than 
usual his reward came in the varied ex- 
periences he met with anil the many 
fi lends he made. It uas in the prov- 
inces, too, that he gradually won a po- 
sstioii of respect for his stmlioiisness, 
his assiduity and his scrupu'ous con- 
•••eientiousness. It was in Manchester 
that he made his first attempt at Ham- 
let and scored fin unqualified success, 
paving the way for his later and more 
illustrious Lyceum appearance in the 
same part.

strolling player an offer came to him 
in Liverpool from Boucicault to take a 
leading part in his new play, "Hunted 
Down."

native audience, but that to the intelli- 
gent critic there can be no question as 
to the excellence of his acting. 


The followers of the opposing camp 


claim that Sir Henry's reading of his 
lines has throughout been marred by 
mannerisms of the most offensive sort 
and that he has persistently ignored all 
generally accepted theatrical conven- 
tions. 


However this may be, criticism has 


never been able to bring about a change 
of attitude in the great Irving himself. 
After 39 years of uninterrupted theat- 
rical work this scholar-actor has re- 
mained true to his own ideals and has 
carried out patiently and laboriously 
his own plans. The result has been 
unique. 


From the time of his first appearance 


there were critics who cried out that 
Irving was an atrocious actor, and in 
later life the charge was flung at him 
that his performances were panoramic 
rather than dramatic. It was repeatedly 
said that he was lacking in dynamic 
force and tnat nature had not endowed 
him with sufficient vocal resources to 
fit him for heroic and tragic parts. Tet 
he has attained a position to which no 
other actor of the century has risen. 


When he was knighted by Queen Vic- 
toria !n 1895, at the instance of Lord 
Rosebery, the peculiar and unprece- 
dented distinction conferred upon an 
actor called fortlrthe most widely ex- 
pressed satisfaction from his country- 
men. 
And long before this the Lyceum 


theater had become the center of the 
theatrical world, and the art ideas of 
the autocrat of that now famous Lon- 
don playhouse had long since been seiz- 
ed on and adopted by rival actors. The 
University of Oxford had appointed him 
to the Rede lectureship of that great in- 
stitution of learning, and he stepped 
into an academic niche previously oc- 
cupied by Ruskin, Arnold, Huxley and 
Maac Mullet. Cambridge bestowed upon 
him her most honored degroe. tlis five 
American visits were tours of triumph. 
His Shakespearean performances were 
listened to by scholars, that his inter- 
pretation might throw new light on 
•ome hitherto obscure line or clear 
away some long standing textual am- 
biguity. The Lyceum audience had al- 
ways been the most brilliant and the 
most fashionable of the English capital. 
If this does not constitute theatrical 
success, then Sir Henry Irving has not 
been a. successful actor. 


But no jnatter what may be one's 


opinion of Irving's purely histrionic 
ability Jt will be universally felt that 
kli retirement from theatrical work will

be called an "atmosphere." There is no 
world more conservative than the the- 
atrical, and there is no one resents more 
than does the actor any disturbing of 
the dust on his pet traditions. It had 
long been held that a stage of the 
primitive simplicity of the Elizabethan 
theatric age was alone conducive to 
the purity of dramatic art. Anything 
tending toward elaborateness or finish 
was at first sneered at as "upholstery." 
Irving clung to his o\vn ideas nn this 
point, however, and he showed the 
proof of the pudding to be in tho eating. 


Sincere devotion to his art has been 


the keynote of Irving's whole career. 
Every part and every play, he has put 
on the stage has been done as well as 
he knew how to do it. If it was nothing 
more than holding up a banner or a Ro- 
man shield. Irving held it up with all 
the care and study and solicitude that 


I might be given to the most important 
| thing in the play. The result is that his 
performances, quite beyond their artis- 


I tic and aesthetic importance, have been 
i of remarkable educational value. In no 


i other country and in no other age has 
any manager mounted and prenunteu 
plays as they have been mounted on 
the Lyceum stage. It has grown to be 
a commonplace that the pictorial side 
of the great performances of Irving's 
poetical and historical dramas has been 
unparalleled for accuracy whenever 
such has been essential and unrivaied 
for richness and color whenever such 
were possible.

Public opinion has not been very ra- 


vorable recently toward the boxing fra-

The 
recent fiasco in the Sharkuy-Corbett 
affair in New Yoik did not improve 
their standing with the sporting public. 
The agreement between Sharsey and 
McCoy, however, for a 20 round bout to 
take place on Jan. 10 has been received 
better than might have been expected. 
The reason of this is that the prelimi- 
nar.es to the signing of the articles of 
agreement were managed in a business- 
like way by the two men and without 
the tiresome discussions and holding 
out for special concessions by each 
such as have come of late to be looked 
upon as ajmost inevitable prior to a 
heavyweight encounter. 


The belief prevails in sporting circles 


! all over the country that the Lenox 
Athlct •: club of New York, which is to 
pull off the match, was ;n no way im- 
plicated in the unfortunate Sharkey- 
Corbett affair. Consequently it is prob- 
able that another such crowd as con- 
gregated to witness that contest will 
assemble to see the coming one. 


Both men have their admirers, and 


experts in such matters are divided In 
their opinion as to the probable out- 
come of the affair. The balance of fa- 
vor seems to rest with Sharkey, how- 
ever, though it is impossible to select 
a winner on the basis of their previous 
work. Besides, so called lines on pro- 
spective contests based on such data 
have many times been proved of little 
value.

THE COLO WAVE COMES. 


Lowest Temperature of the Winter— 


Scm3 Delay on Railroads. 


The year 1899 came in with a. record 


making temperature. 
The cold wave 


that had been foretold came on time 
and in full force. Saturday was stormy 
and blustering and the temperature 
sank gradually all day. yet it was not 
severely cold at 
midnight. 
But by 


Sunday morning 
the 
mercury had 


found its way down to several degrees 
below zero and it did not get far above 
that point at any time during the day. 
Sunday night it fell rapidly and this 
morning it was from 13 to IS below at 
different places in this city. A Stam- 
ford milkman reported 22 below in that 
town and somebody was bold enough 
to say that the record in Willlamstown 
was 27 below. 
In Adams the record 


was 22 to 26 below. This Is by con- 
siderable the coldest of the winter and 
the chances are that no colder weather 
will be experienced this season. For- 
tunately the wind went down simulta- 
neously with the mercury and the 
snow helped to keep some of the cold 
out of houses, though enough worked 
through in some cases to close the 
water pipes. 
» 


The street railroad company worked 


its snowplow^and a gang of men all 
Saturday night and kept the Adams 
and Beaver lines open, but it was 11 
o'clock 
Sunday when 
the first car 


reached Williamstown. The Williams- 
town shovelers gathered at the end of 
the road in that town and waited for 
orders, but 
their 
services were not 


needed, the road being opened by the 
snowplow. 


Trains on the Fitchburg road were 


somewhat delayed, but the trouble was 
due more to the intense cold than to the 
snow. When it is very cold cars start 
hard and engines do not work as free 
and easy as in milder weather. On the 
whole the storm and cold wav« caused 
no serious trouble in this section.
